Dr. l>ton has just relum- 
ed from a two-week visit to 
the Imperiai College of Tro- 
pical Agriculture which i« 
situated in St. Augustine. 
Trinidad. While he was 
there. Dr. Dion discussed 
with his opposite number. 
Dr. Sherlock, the possibili- 
ties of grmter co-operalion 
between I.C.T.A. and Mac- 
donald. 

Among the arrangements 
which have been arrived at 
is the agreement whereby 
the I.C.T.A. Agronomists 
will assist us by stipervising 
the growing under irriga- 
tion of an additional genera- 
tion of breeding stocks of 
corn during our winter, in 
order to speed up Macdo- 
nald*s corn breeding pro- 
gram. 

Another agreement reach- 
ed is thai (hose cases where 
students from tropical coun- 
tries are studying for ad- 
vanced degrees in agricul- 
tural ii^ciences at Macdonald. 
such students while regis- 
tered at iVIcliiH may pursue 
part or all of their researciv 
at St. Attgiwtine as part of 
th^r Mciiill residence re- 
quirements. 

In a recent letlet to 
Shertock, Dr. Dion empha- 
sized the imp^>rtance of St. 
Augustine by saying : 

**The problem of world 
ptoduction cannot be sol- 
ved without realizing the 
potent iaHties of tropical 
regions: and that theie is 
a higher proportion of un- 
answered quest iiMts with 
regaid to food production 
and efficient land use in 
the tropics than in the 
temperate regions." 
Dr. Dion went on to say : 
•'With the demise of 
two of the three outstand- 
ing institutions in tropi- 
cal ai^ricuH ure (i.e. at Bo- 
gor, Indonesia ar^i the 
I.N.K.A.C. ofMMation in 
the Reigian Congo), ymw 
Facuky of Agriculture is 
left as the only teaching 
(and research) institii-

DOCTOR JAMES RETIRES 

It has been six days since Dr. James retired from his 
position of Principal and Vice- Chancellor of Mc-Gill Univ- 
ersity. Dr. James came to McGill in 1939 to fill the 
position of Director of School of Commerce, and was 
appointed Principal shortly afterwards. During his con- 
nection with McGill, Dr. James was presented with twen- 
ty-six honorary degrees, and was named a Fellow of The 
international Association of Universities. 

Dr. James* successor is Dr. H. Rocke Robertson, Sur- 
geon-in-Chief at the Montreal General Hospital, and 
Chairman of McGilVs Department of Surgery. His ties 
with McGill date from 1929, when Dr. Robertsan was an 
under-graduate medical student. 

It is with suddened hearts that we at Macdonald 
observe Dr. James' departure. At the same time, we look 
foreward to our first meeting with Dr. Robertson. In both 
r'ases, Macdonald wishes her Principals every success in 
their new positions, and pledges her fullest support to 
their future endeavors.
